The class intereste that have gath- 
ered around the monopoly system 
resolved to die, if nee<l be, in the last 
ditch, are employing the policy of in- 
timidation fbr an it is worttu Th«y 
are trying bard to frighten Congress 
into diacajpuding the auuidato of the 
people. 

The attempts at intimidation are 
made as fkr as possible through em- 
ployees. The employers threaten 
reduction* of wagai if tariil zaform 
occurs, and ordar thdr workman to 
sen<l petitions to Congress not to dia> 
turb the tariff. Others reduce wages, 
but hold out the hope that Ihey will 
go up again if the McKinley Bill is 
not repealed. Meantime, very few of 
those who are reducing wages have 
followed up that action by putting 
down prices. 

A very flagrant iustancc of this 
policy haa juat occurred at South 
Norwalk, Oonneeticut In tbe em- 
j)loy of the Norwalk Iron Works there 
were eight Democrats, who bad been 
kept at work on account of their su- 
perior skill. The other day each of 
them received this notice : 

South Norwalk, Conn., D ae. 9., 

1M!I3. — We will not need your servi- 
ces after this day. This action is 
forced upon the management, not by 
any reason of dissatisfaction wity your 
work, but in view of the beetle tariff 
legislation it is not advisiable to con- 
tinue the ordinary rate of manufac- 
ture. Do not neglect to take at once 
any job ofTcrred elsewhere, as we can 
not give any encouragement regard- 
ing fttture employment.

E. HILL, Uenerul Manager. 
Thia latter, along with tiie foot that 
all tha men discharged were tha only 
Democrats employed in the mill, was 
pretty good evitlence of the reason f(jr 
their discharge. To make tbe matter 
plainer, however, oral declarations 
were addcil. I'Im manager said the 
discbaiged men helped to make the 
tariff*, and aakad why riiould they not 

be made to fbel the result of it. One 
of the foremen when asked why Billy 
Simons, one of the best workmen, had 
lxK!n discharged, replied : "He's one 
of those damned smart Democrats, 
and Hill wante to give him a chance 
to study dp on the tarift." 

Thougli the Democrats were singled 
out tor di-cliari:.', the liepublicans re- 
ceived a gentle reminder by a sniMli 
aeduction in wages. They formed a 
political club during the cumpai^'ti 
and did their share of marching and 
shouting, but for all that, the temta- 
tion to make a little money at their 
expense was too much for the mana- 
ger. 

This hit at the political indepen- 
dence of the workmen did not work as 

well as bad Iiomi expeotad. The 
people of Norwalk took it up, and the 
denunciation of the action of Manager 
Hill, who owns 80 per cent of the 
stuck of the mill, was not confined to 
Democrats. A public meeting was 
held, and the disciiarge of the men 
was denouncied as an exhibition of 
parti.-anslii|)and |>rounounued bigotry, 
and as '-inimical to the fondametal 
principles of American citbenship." 
The company began to realize that 
the boycott was a weapon with a 
double edge, and exiuessed a fear 
that the business of the mill would 
suflhr in consequence of the action 
taken. The nianager undertook to say 
that it wasa "remarkable coincidence" 
that the men discharged were ull 
Di iiiocrats, anil nii -MMigers were sent 
to them with otters of reiostotement, 
which, howeviir, they indignantly 
rejected. In the meantime, the dis- 
charged men have had oflers of em- 
ployment from other sources. 

It appears that the pretense that 
business had fallen off was not true. 
The manager, in a card to the Nor- 
walk papers, admitted that the mills 
were running full tima, and that he 
was exi)ecting to run nights. A eon 
of tbe manager is quoted as saying : 
"Father says the works were never 
put to such a test. They are ninety 
days behind on some orders and are 
going to run nights." 

We have deemed it proper to give 
tha history of this aaaa witfi soma de 
tail, because it shows the character of 
the efforts that are making to prevent 
the saoceas of the policy for wbieb the 
people voted. It shows how much 
dependence there is to be put in the 
declarations of men who are now 
shouting calamity merely because they 
wish to ))erpetuate the class privileges 
wbieb they were permitted to secure 
for themselves in the McKinley Bill.

On that groimd at leaSI tba anp- 
plic.-.nts seem to feel their apprnspsto 
tho Man of Scnowp who had aowh«re 
to lay his head. The enrraomntag plea

ministered unto, but to minister." The 
familiarity ^vith which sacred things are 
touched is not irrovcronco, but rather 
the innocent freedom of the ahild to 
whom Oo<l seems a kind father and Jeeiu 
a gentle elder broilier. 

Tlu' holy names .ir.' almost always 
coupled witli some adji-ctive expressive 
of affection — "swei t Jisua," "Mary 
mild" — and tho pretty Cornish carol tells 
l;ow the Virgin was called Modryb 
JIarya, "onr ii.'ar Aunt Mary," by the 
people ou the Tamaraida. Tba bonest 
Christian must often fsel bMlfaiPd to 
anrt his face from the asperities, con- 
troversiss and perssoutions of warring 
creeds, but to usee strahis that enrvive 
ftom an age that is post we find only the 
loving and tender side of religion— the 
words of a simple folk who were not 
afraid to creej) olosoto the Father's knee 
and Iny hold u^ion liis robe. 

In many of thcso old songs the good 
cii er peculiar to tho day is dwelt upon, 
with u frank delight which reminds oue 
of t ill) child's "innocent joy of anythii';;.
